HALLEY's COMET. 

According to Professor Loomis of Yale Col- 
loge, Halley's Comet is again visible, though not 
without the aid of a telescope. Its position is 
now in the cast. The professor states that, “ ac- 
cording to the theory, the intensity of the light 
should now be about the same as it was on the 
seventh of September, as appears actually to be 
the case; and this intensity will be continually 
diminishing, until the comet is entirely lost in the 
regions of space. Yet as it will rise each morn- 
ing at an carlier hour, the circumstances will be 
more favorable for observation a week or two 
hence then they are at present. Supposing the 
Comet to be visible at as great a distance from 
the sun and the earth, after its perihehon pas- 
sage as before, the intensity of its light by the 
middle of February, will be no greater than it 
was on the 3ist of Aug.: and as its Meridian 
altitude will then be only sixteen degrees, the 
ditticulty of seeing it will be increased by the 
haziness which is uniformly to be expected near 
the horizon.”
